PASSING THE BUCKS—In family finances, things are pretty simple. 
Papa gets the paycheck, cashes it and then Sweats over the bills. Or 
he may give mama the money and let her do the sweating. But when 
it s the U.S. government with billions of dollars to collect and spend, 
ana three branches, of government, armed forces, scores of bureaus 
and agencies and millions of employes to maintain, things get con- 
siderably mare complicated. Basically, there are five main steps in 
federal spending: 
• 
e 


(1) Each January the president presents a budget to Congress (to 


cover the fiscal year from the coming July 1'to the following June 30) 
which he believes will meet the nation's needs. 


(2) Congress then considers and acts on these requests and decides 


on new obligational authority. There are three ways this may be done: 


• Appropriations. Congress .authorizes agencies to order goods and 
services and to draw funds from the Treasury to pay for them. 
• Contract Authorizations. Agencies are allowed to contract for goods 
and services but not to make expenditures. Congress later passes 
appropriations to liquidate these contracts. • Debt Authorizations. 
Sometimes agencies are authorized to borrow money (usually through 
the Treasury) and to spend it. 


(3) With one of these types of authority, federal agencies incur 
financial obligations. 


(4) Suppliers produce goods and.services; people apply for benefits 


(such as Social Security, veterans' benefits, etc.) 


(5) The Treasury collects taxes and pays the bills. Actual cash 
only enters into the picture on this last level.

Coffee, The Brown Brew, Gomes From

The coffee you pluck froin your 


grocer's shell! has had an inter- 
esting career before it finally 
achieved its destiny in your 
kitchen. 


It comes from a full, glossy- 


leafed tree-shrub growing -some- 
where in the tropics, not too far 
from the equator.

Un> 
ing. For each serving, use: 


1 Approved Coffee Menaure (or 


2 level measuring tablespoons)

Here are the directions for ac- 


curate timing for each type of 
coffee-maker: 
Percolator —percolate over low 


heat from $ 'to 8 minutes, 
no longer. 


Vscyum — hold brewing coffee in 


upper bowl uo longer than 3 
minutes. 


Drip —pour in boiling water; it 


should go through coffee in 
4 to e minutes; stir before 
serving. 


A few additional tips on brew- 


ing good coffee will be helpful. 
(1) Use at least three-quarters 
of the capacity ot your coffee- 
maker. For fewer cups, use a 
smaller maker. (2) Brewing too 
long makes 
coffee bitter. 
(3) 


Always use the proper grind of 
coffee for your coffee-maker. (4) 
A'erer allow coffee to boil after 
brewing.

merger proposals have been in 
industries fallen on hard times, 
without much relief so far from 
the rise in general prosperity. 
Examples are the railroads and 
the airlines. 


Many Eastern railroads have 


gone through a spell of red-ink 
bookkeeping. They look on mer- 
gers as a way to cut costly com- 
petition, to save money by ending 
duplication of services and facili- 
ties and by pooling equipment 
and maintenance, and to use the 
savings to get much needed new 
rolling .slock. 


The airlines' hard times were 


brought on by a sharp increase1 


in competition as route extensions 
were granted in recent years, 
and then by going in hock to get 
the speedy jets that fly may 
more* 
passenger 
miles—without 


benefit of enough more passen- 
gers to fill the seats.

cause of our tax laws. When a 
company run'riing at a 
Toste is! 


bought up by a prospering ono, 
the buyer can use the tax loss 
credits to reduce its own tax lia- 
bility. This makes its reported net 
earnings much bigger. On a bull- 
ish stock market that can be quite 
an item. 


But prospering small compan- 


ies also are prizes in the mar- 
riago market. Sometimes 
they 


are bought up to get an outstand- 
ing management team, and some- 
times because their fast selling 
products would round out the buy- 
er's line. Or they may have well- 
developed,' marketing1 channel's' the1 


buying company can get cheaper 
by merging than by competing. 


Often a union is sought because 


management belives ono can live 
cheaper than two. That is, the 
surviving company can thus cut 
costly or deadly competition, use 
facilities to the maximum instead 
'Of part time, save man hours in 
factories and offices, end duplica- 
tion in distribution and selling. 


• In today's business setting, how- 
ever, the urge to merge may be 
simply because size itself means 
economy. Often the fastest way to 
grow is to unite two or more com- 
panies rather than striving to ex- 
pand against competition or to 
start up new divisions. The larger 
company 
can 
command 
more 


bank credit which it needs if it's 
to grow. 


The newly big corporation also 


can afford the expensive automa- 
tion which pltiys an ever growing 
part in cutting costs, in keeping 
up with the giants in the field, in 
providing products and services 
customers demand. 


And there's also Uie efficiency 


of an integrated company that 
buys up suppliers on the one hand 
and Sales outlets on the other.

A much newer reason for merg- 


ing is on the horizon. Thai's the 
need to be stronger to compete 
with fast growing industrial rivals 
in Japan and in a prospering qnd 
uniting Wester Europe. To this 
end some of today's mergers are 
by American cpmpanies buying 
into foreign firms for production 
or sales outlets.
